QC rih it,and rhe nipping blaſtes of 
cither the North winde or the 

Eaſt,may nor annoy it:the choice thereofrhus made, 

that the ſeeds may the better proſper, & come vp at- 
ter they bee ſowne,you ſhal dig it two foote deepe, 

breaking the clods as ſmall as may be, and afterward

ſhall come of them; and keepe them as cleane from 
weedes as poſſibly youcan. | 
The time in which you oughtto ſowethem for 
your beſt aduantage, is either in March, Aprill, or 
May,when froſtes are cither alrogerher paſt,or atthe 
leaf not ſoſharpe,orof ſo long continuance, as to 
indan-ertheir vpſpring.

= Hen the leaues of Mulberietrees begir 
 -/þj a little to bud foorth, rakerhe Egges of 
NA your Stlke-wormes, and lay themina 
73 peece of Say,or ſuch like Ruffe, and in 
BESS the day time carie them in fome warme / 
place abour you, inalittle ſafe Boxe, 
but in the night either lay them in your bed or be- 
twecne two ware pillowes, vntill ſuch time as the 
wormes begin to come foorth : then take a peece of 
paper of the widenes ofthe ſaid boxe,& haning cut ir 
full of ſmall hoales jlay it within the fame vppon the 
Egges , and vpponthar againe fome fewe Mulberie 
lJeaues,to which the Wormes as they are hatched, 
will continually come. Theſe leaues withthe wormes 
vponthem,you muſtſtill remooucinto other boxes, 
laying freſh leaues afiwel on thoſe that are remooued 
as on the paper where the Egges are;andthis is the 
courſe which muſtbe duely kept and obſcrued, vntill 
ſuch times as all the wormes be come foorth of their 
ſhels,ſtill keeping their boxes warme : as aforeſaide, 
butno longer about you,bur vnrill the wormes be- 
in to come forthout of which boxes you may ſafe- 
Kats them,when once they hane paſt their ſecond 
fickneſle,and feede theny vpon ſhelues of two foore 
in bredth,and cighteene inches one aboue the other,

The ſaidſhelues are not to be placed in'any gronmnd-». 
roome,nor yet next vnto the T yles,but inſome- mid-

onelyto relecue ſuch of them,as ſhall haue paſt their 
fickneſle beforethereſt , andthoſe that ſhall nor fall 
znto their ſicknefle ſo ſoone, 

The wholetime that the wormes doe feede , is a- 
boutnine weekes , whereof vntill they come vnto 
their firſt ſickenes,giue them young Mulberic leaues 
ewice everic day,butfewart atime; from thence vnril 
their ſecond ficknefſe , rwice eucrye day in greater 
quantityzand fo from their ſecond to their third fick- 
neſle,increafing the quantity ofthe leaues,accordin

times as cither the ſunneor winde hath cleared rkem 
of the deaw thar falleth vpon them. 

For the feeding of Wormes you neede obſerne no 
other order thenthis;lay the Mulberic leaues vppon 
them,and euerie two or three dates retnooue them , 
and make cleanc their boxes, or ſhelues, vnleſle in 
times of their ſickneſſe, for thenthey arc notto bee 
touched:the leaues which you take from them when, 
you giue th? freſh to feed vpon,you mult lay in ſome 
conuenient place,andvpon them a few new leaues, 
to which the wormes that lay hidden inthe old,wil 
come,& then you may paſſe them withthe ſaid newe 
leaues to rthereſt of the wormes: And now leaſt anye 
thing ſhould bee omitted,which ſerves to perfe&rhe 
diſcouery of fo excellent a benefit, I will aduiſe you 
to bee very diligent in keeping cleane their Boxes,or 
Shelucs,as being a ſpeciall meanes whereby to pre- 
ſerue them; wherfore whenyou intend to doe it, you 
ſhall remooue them together with the vppermoſte 
leanes wheron they lyc,vnto other boxes or ſhelues, 
for with your hads you may nottouch them, til] they 
hauerhroughly vnder-gone their third fickneſle,and 
then may you paſſe them gently with cleane handes, 
wichout doing them any harme: prouided that the 
partie that commerth neare them {mel nor of garlick, | 
onyons or the like.

preſently winde or kilthe wormes which are within 
them,by laying the ſaide bottoms rwo or three daies 
inthe Sunne,or in ſome Quen after the bread baked 
thercin is taken out,and the fiercencſlc ofthe hear is 
alaide.

There they will ingender, and the Male having 
ſpent himſclfe,falleth downe;and in ſhort time after 
ea alſo doth the Female, whenſhee hath laide 
her Egges,Vhich Egges,when you perceiue them 
vpon the Sey or Grogrean,&c: to be of a grayiſh co- 
lour,you may take them off gentlye with a knife, and
